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Continuation of 2. NOTE: Applicant introduced a new limitation into independent claim 15. The same limitation was originally set forth in 
claim 7, which was dependent upon independent claim 1. However, claim 1 differs substantively from claim 15 (see the claims and the 
prior Office action). Therefore, the combination of claim 15 and the new limitation differs substantively from the combination of claim 1 
and dependent claim 7. Therefore, the combination of claim 15 and the new limitation has not been previously considered and/or search 
and would require a further search and consideration, otherwise the examiner would have to conclude that there are no substantive 
differences between claim 1 and claim 15, despite the fact that the applicant has chosen to recite claims 1 and 15 differently. 
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
